Shanghai, July 28——In arcordanse 
with a proclamation issued Saturday 
the municipal police reinforced by a 
gtrone body of Shanzhai volunteers 
went yesterday to the rebel headquar- 
ters at Chapei, immediately north of 
the foreign settlement boundary, where 
they disarmed 300 — soldiers and {2 
affieers and took six 32-inch guns, 
There was no actual resistance on the 
part of the rebels, but for a brief time 
there appeared to be the prospect of 
a confiet. The rebels, however, were 
over-awed by the firm attitude of the 
nmuinicipal police.

Twenty Thousand Greeks and Ma 


ny Mussulmans and Jews Are Re- 


ported to Have Perished in Town Which Was Pillaged by the 
Bulgarians—Discovery of Greek Army on Occupation 


Paris, July 28,—A telegram from Saloniki printed in the 


Paris edition of the New York 


Herald, says that the Greek 


army occupied Xanthi on Saturday and that all the inhabitants, 
including English and Americans, are believed to have been 


massacred by the Bulgarians. 
Seventy foreigners are sai 
Twenty thousand Greeks 


d to have been put to death. 
and many Mussulmans and 


Jews are reported to have perished in the town, which after- 


ward was pillaged by the retrea 


ting Bulgarians. 


No confirmations of the reported massacre has been re- 
cetved from any other sources. 


Serious Fighting Continues. 

London, July 28—The Balkan peace 
conference is expected -to open at Bu- 
charest next Wednesday, but meantime 
serious fighting continues,. The Greeks 
refused Bulgaria's request for even a 
three-days' truce and after heavy flght- 
Ing, with great diMculty, got through 
Kresna Pass, inflicting a defeat on the 
Bulgarians at Simekle, capturing three 
slege guns and driving the Bulagrians 
back on Djuma. 

The Greeks claim they annihilated 
the whole left of the Bulgarian army, 
and that they have forced the Bulgar- 
lans baek along the Struma Valley, by 
whieh they successfully invaded Mace- 
donia, right up to Djuma on the Bul- 
garian frontier. 

Unless peace is speedily negotiated 
another great baltle is Hkely to oecur 
at Struma. 

No news was recelyed-today of figsht- 
ing on the Servian frontier, but the 
large numbers of wounded men arriv- 
inz In Belgrade indicate thal severe ac- 
lions are taking place. 


Powers Seem Powerless, 


The.concert of the powers seems as 
powerless as before to adopt any unit- 
ed action against Turkey. The Porte, 
however, has disavowed the action of 
its troops in penetrating old Bulgarta 
and no further advance of the Turkish 
troops has been reported. The Turks 
claim their spoils at Adrianonle con- 
sisted of 150 euns, 50,000 rifles and 
{000,000 sacks of grain, 

There are frequent reports of trocl- 
ties and massacres by Bulgarians and 
Turks, Izzel’Pasha, the Turkish com- 
mander In chief, renorts* that Bulgar- 
lans murderat 200 Ottoman soldiers 
who had been taken prisoners. near 
Nizely Enldje, when admission came of 
Turkish. massacres. of Armenians at 
Malagra and Radosto,

Saved From Massacre. 

The London Daily Telegraph's cor- 
respomfent at Saloniki sends a thrilling 
story of how the town .of Kavala was 
saved from-massacre. The Bulgarians, 
retreating, had evacuated the town, 
leaving a-rear guard of 200 men, with 
orders to burn and sack the place next 
day.

Gives Civil Effect to Eccle-

Montreal, July 28\—Before the close 
of the ptesent year the privy council 
will have entered into deliberation fn 
the matter of Quebec marriage law. 
This information was conveyed In a 
cablegram received by Arnold -Wain- 
wright uring the week, and announc- 
ing that special leave to appeal had 
been granted in the Tremblay De Patric 
case. > 
The news of the granting of special 
leave was significant, as it is now prac- 
tically assured. that both sides will be 
represented before the empire's highest 
tribunal. The vital question at issue Is 
whether, in its existing state, Quebec 
law gives civil effect to an ecclesiastical 
ruling, annuling-a marriage on account 
of some canonical irregularity, and 
nullity. 

It will be recalled that in the Trem- 
blay De Patrie case, the parties were 
married before the cure; they subse- 
quently found that they were cousins, 
such relationship, In the absence of a 
dispensation, constituting a canonical 
nullity, The husband availed himself 
of this nullity to have the union canoni- 
cally dissolved, the wife contesting.

Traffic to the extent of 15,783,093 tons was handled through the Canadian canals 
hetween the opening of navigation this year and the first of July. The aggregate shows an 
increase over the same period last year of 2,791,677 (ons, an increase in lake traffic approxi- 
mating close {o 18 per cent. Of this total canal traffic of the Dominion, no less than thirteen 
millions went through the Soo canal, representing an increase of more than two million 
tons over last year for the same period in a trade which is purely western trade. 
Traffic returns on the western Canadian railways during the same pericd show an 
increase of approximately six per cent. : 
Bank clearings in the cities located on the main arteries of trade, such as Montreal, 
Winnipeg, Edmonton and Vancouver, are showing an increase over last year or are holding 
up well to the same general average, the loss, where such is recorded, as, particularly in the 
case of Vancouver, being easily explainable by the lapse in speculative activity in real estate.

FOREIGN MISSION MOVEMENT,

All the musicians in the eity who are 
employed by the moving picture houses 
have received notice that their services 
will no longer be required after Satur- 
day night.

The seale at the present is $30 a 
week for directors and $25 for side 
musicians and the managers want the 
men to decrease these amounts. The 
men express a willingness to do s0, 
provided the hours also are decreased, 
but say they will not play seven hours 
a day, which the present schedule calls 
for, for any less money than they are 
now receiving, 

The Union will call a meeting shortly 
to decide the matter, when the ques- 
tion of whether a strike will be called 
or not will be discussed, 

It is understood that the managers 
want to replace the present system of 
having an orchestra, and will revert 
to the practise of using only one 
player, a plano operator. Just what is 
going to be done has not yet been. de- 
cided, but both sides have till next 
Saturday evening in which to come to 
a_ conclusion.

MORMONS LIKELY 
TO LOCATE HERE 


Result of the First Temple Out- 
side United States |s at 


Cardston 

After ‘having taken part {n the cele- 
brations in-connection with ‘the con- 
secrating of the new Mormon temple 
at Cardston, EB. L. Smith and EB. W. 
Rose, well known members of the 
church 
Lake City, are In Edmonton today, 

Seen at the Alberta today, Mr, Smith 
stated that the Gpening of the temple 
at Cardston gave the province of Al- 
berta an unique pesition in the Mormon 
world, in as much as {t was tho first 
to be erected outside the United 
States. In Mr. Smith's opinion Al- 
berta !s an exceedingly good place for 
the Mormon ‘to settle, and it is with 
the view of sseing for himself the 
conditions existing in different parts 
of the province that he has visited Ed- 
monton, 

The tolerance which is such a noted 
feature of the west was favorably 
commented on by Mr. Smith. 

“We Mormons are perfectly Jaw- 
abiding citizens" said Mr. Smith, ‘but, 
in certain quarters tthere is an umnac- 
countable prejudice against us.” 

Mr, Smith added that they had never 
had to meet such opposition in Alberta. 

Referring to the Jocal situation, Mr. 
Smith remarked that there were only a 
very few mormons in Edmonton, but 
he fully anticipated that the erection 
of the Mormon temple at Cardston 
would direct. the attention of Latter 
Nay Saints.all over the United States to 
Alberta, and would probably result In 
a big influx into’ Edmonton, 

Owing to previous engagements, Mr, 
Smith savas only able to spend a short 
line in Edmonton, leaving for Calgary 
this afternoon. He has been very much 
inypressed with the city, however and
